1. Propaganda involves two aspects: (1) the dissemination of U. 5. information 
to foreign countries in the interests of the U. 8S. and (2) thé collection and analysis 
of propaganda promulgated from one foreign country to other countries, including the U.S. 


The former mission involves functions listed in Tab Ds it 1s operational in 
character and as auch has no place in the intelligence field. During the war, when 
military considerations superseded all others, it was logical to have psychological 
warfare activities closely coordinated with military operations. In peace time civil 
(diplomatic) functions become paramount and psychological. activities should be closely 
coordinated with the State Department; therefore, no active psychological warfare 
activity, except for training, should exist in the War Department during the peace 
period. 


Reference the secon mission above. It ie believed that in peace time a 
propaganda branch for collection is unnecessary. Propaganda in peace is promulgated by 
means of radio, newspapers (or other publications) and sometimes through seoret methods. 
From the viewpoint of collection, this material can be gathered by our existing collect- 
ing agencies. The study of this mterial for intelligence purposes is properly a function 
of the Intelligence Group. 


2. It ia therefore recommended that the Propaganda Branch as now constituted be 
deactivated, but that elements be preserved and transferred to the Combat Intelligence 
and Training Group, to perform the functions listed in Tab F.

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Brief Summary of War Department Participation in Psychological Warfare 


1. In World War I, the Psychologic Subsection of M.I.2, Military 
Intelligence Division, was charged with the collection of information 
on enemy propaganda, formation of plans for the maintenance of American 
and Allied morale, civilian and military, and for the destruction of 
enemy morale. It was responsible for psychologic estimates and daily 
psychologic reports, from which were prepared studies of German propa- 
ganda operations and objectives. It was responsible also for the plan- 
ning of leaflet warfare, including dissemination by aircraft or trench 
patrols. 


2. Interest in psychological warfare was allowed to lapse in the 
period 1919-191, and no provision was made in the organization of the 
War Department for army participation in psychological warfare activities. 


3. In June 1941, the Special Studies Group was organized by direc- 
tion of the Secretary of War under Brigadier General Sherman Miles, then 
acting AC of S, G-2. The group was headed by Lt. Col. Percy G. Black, 
F. As» Its mission was t» provide a psychological analysis of enemy 
nations, neutrals, and our ovm people, to promote projects in domestic - 
and foreign psychology accurately timed to the objectives of war plans, 
and to act as ‘Tar Department spokesman on questions of psychology in 
order to coordinate the activities of other government or individual 
groups engaged in active proparcanda work to the national military ob- 
jective. In March 192, just prior to the reorganization of G2, the 
extreme secrecy concerning the activities of this group was lifted to 
the extent of renaming it the Psychological Warfare Branch, G2. 


4. Also in March 1942, under directive of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
(JCS 12), the Joint Psychological Warfare Conmittee was created for the 
purpose of planning psychological Warfare in combat theaters and eneny— 
controlled areas. ‘The JPWC was to initiate, formilate, and develop 
plans for psychological warfare, to act as coordinating agency, and to 
integrate psychological warfare with military stratecy. 


5. In December 1942, €JCS 155%, divided the responsibility for 
Psychological ilarfare and propaganda as follows: OSS was responsible 
for planning, development, coordination and execution of the military 
program of psychological warfare and for the compilation of such infor- 
mation as might be required for military operations; Overt propaganda 
was to be executed by OWI, and economic warfare by BEV. Theater commanders 
were to control psychological warfare in their areas, and the finctions 
of 055 were restricted to those in support of military operations. The 
Psychological ‘iarfare Branch was therefore abolished (MIS Memo 147, 31 Dec 


Ish). 
6, In March 1943, Colonel H. D. Kehm of Operations Division, “DGS, 


was appointed to act as liaison officer between JCS on the one hand and 
OWI and CTAA on the other. His duties were: 


(@) To sit as member of the Overseas Plarning ates 
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(b) To maintain contact with all planning agencies of the 
JCS and to furnish the OWI with details of JCS plans, consistent with 
security, in order to insure correlation between military and propa- 
ganda plans. 


(c) To transmit requests from the JCS to the OWI relative to 
propaganda activities desired for the purpose of furthering military 
operations. 


(d) To present to the JCS all basic and special propaganda plans 
which require their approval. 


7e Since this arrangement did not prove satisfactory, in August 
1943 the Deputy Chief of Staff directed that the Operations Division and 
G2 jointly submit reconmendations on the question of a War Department 
agency for psychological warfare. In compliance with this directive a 
report was rendered in which the recommendation was made that a War 
Departinent agency be established, preferably under the AC of S, G-2, 
with the function of effecting the requisite coordination and control 
of propaganda, and that the chief of this section be appointed as JCS 
liaison officer with OWI and CIAA. 


8, Accordingly, by direction of the Deouty Chief of Staff, a 
Propaganda Branch was established in the Military Intelligence Division 
_ under direct control of the AC of 5S, G-2, (MID Memorandum No. 78, 
15 Nov. 1943, (Tab A).

SUBJECT: Research and Analysis af PWB Activities in World i/ar II. 


TO: Lieutenant General J. &. Hull, 
Operations Division, War Department 


l. As a result of inquiries I have made in the ‘ar Depart- 
ment and other agencies in Washington since I returned from over- 
seas, I am unable to determine whether or not any over-all study 
is being made of our Psychological Warfare (FYB) activities in 
World War II. I consider it important that such studies be made 
now before personnel experienced in Pi/JB matters are so widely 
scattered as to be no longer available for such a task and before 
the many lessons learned (and which may or may not be included in 
Theater reports) fade from the memories of the personnel who 
participated in recent P#B operations. 


2, At the beginning of the war our knowledge of Psychological 
Warfare was limited to that obtained while observing at a distance 
the extremely successful employment of this new weapon by the 
Germans in the early phases of the war. However, we knew little 
if anything about the techniques or organization reyuired to 
fit it into the operations of ouram armed forces. Initially 
we leaned heavily on the British, who were still groping for the 
proper set-up, but generally we learned by bitter experience. We 
soon realized that PB was a useful and valuable weapon of war- . 
fare when properly employed but an extremely harmful one if not 
used in accordance with principles which were as clearly defined 
as those applicable to the employment of other recognived weapons 
of warfare. 


3. To avoid a repetition of the PB mistakes we made in 
World War II and to take full advantase of the experience gained 
in that war, I recoxmend that a comprehensive study be made of 
this subject at an early date with a view of: 


a, Analysing all available PYB material of World War II, 
including particularly the PB reports from the various theaters 
of operations, to establish sound PWB principles, techniques, organi- 
zation, equipment and procedures for future employment of this weapon. 


be Establishing short courses in our staff schools to 
provide future commanders and staff officers with a general mder~ 


standing and appreciation of this new weapon of warfare.

I. INTRODUCTION 


_ Payohologieal Warfare Division, Supreme Headquarters Allied Expeditionary 
Porce, was & special etaff division of SHAEF charged with responsibility for the 
prosesution of psychological warfare in the area of continental Burope cone 
trolled by the Supreme Commander. Unlike the other divisions of SHAEF, PHD had 
both staff-planning and operational functions. 


The missions of PYD were: 


{8} fo wage peychological warfare againat the enemy. 
(b) fe sustain the morale of the people of friendly nations occupied by the 
@nemy and to cause the people of these countries to acquiesce in the wishes of the 
Supreme Commander. 

(o) To gonduct so-called Consolidation Propaganda operations in liberated 
friendly countries. 

(4) fo eontrol information services in Allied-ocoupied Germany. 


PAD was the agency which soordinated psychological warfare operations 
within the jurisdiction of the Supreme Allied sommander. However, it must be 
borne in mind that certain civilian agencies of the British and American govern- 
mente dealt in strategic propaganda, which, because cf the range of powerful radio 
tranemitters, entered this theater. 


Beyond thia, political policy directives underwhich PAD operated stemmed orig- 
inally from civilian agencies. The political policies of American and Britain are 
developed by the State Department and the Foreign Office. The propaganda aspeots 
of these policies were developed on the American side by the Office of War Infore- 
mation and on the British side by the Political Intelligence Department of the 
Foreign Office (PID) and the Ministry of Information (MOI). Directives governing 
these propaganda policies reached PHD through military channels, however, and 
with the approval of the Combined Chiefa of Staff. Thus, although the origins 
of PUD's directives were civilian in character, the operation of PHD itself wae 
a military one under military command. 


Payohological Warfare Division, SHABF was the first agency, military or 
civilian, to goerdinate suosessfully in Western Europe the efforts of the numerous 
military an® civilian agencies which had waged Anglo~American psyohological 
warfare since the begiming of the war. 


On the Amerioan eide there had existed for some years in MI8, G8, War 
Departnas, a small Psychological Warfare Section. In the late sumer of 1941, 
«& few months before Pearl Sarbor, the Office of the Coordinator of Information 
(COI) wan entabliehed in Washington. The COI hadwithin it the elements which 
later were separated inte the Office of Strategic Services (088) and the Overseas 
Branch of the Office of War Information (OWI). The COI initiated official 
American government short ware broadoasts to enemy and enemy-ocoupied countries 
in the Autumn of 1941. 
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On the British side, PID, MOI and the BBC were directing broadcasts and 
dropping leaflets on enemy and enemy-occupied countries from the beginning of 
the war in September, 1959. 


In the Autumn of 1942 <= after the COI was split into O&5 and OMI <= the 
London Liaison Section of ONY, and PID, agreed to ieeue each week a Joint 
Payshological Warfare Directive to which the various psychological warfare 
agencies of the two countries would be subject. Thie was the first major instance 
of practical cooperation between the psychological warfare agenoies in Britain 
and America. This Joint Directive continued as the political policy directive for 
PWD until the end of its operations, 

The closest lineal ancestor of PWD/SHAEF appeared in Noveuber 1942 when, 
at the orders of General Eisenhower, a Joint military-civilian Anglo-American 
Payohological Warfare Unit was attached to Allied Force Headquarters after the 
Allied landings in French North Africa, This acency was known as the Payoho- 
logioal Warfare Branch, AFHQ, and it laid many of the foundations on which 
PWD/SHABF later was to build @ much larger and more intricate structure, It was 
in PWB/APHQ that the early lessone of Anglo-American civilian-military cooperation 
were learned and where such of the trial-and-error involved in the new field of 
combat paychological warfare operations was undergone. Certain of the pereonnel 
which had had experience in PYB later became a part of PND. Brigadier General 
Robert A. MoClure, Ghief of PWD had been Chief of the Information and Censorship 
Bection of Allied Faroe Headquatters, of which FYB was a branch. 


On November 13, 1948, Brigadier G neral McClure arrived in London from 
APHQ to aaeume the duties as chief of the Publicity and Psychological Warfare 
Divielon. On February 14, 1944 he was appointed Assistant Chief of Staff, Gt, 
which was the new designation of the P and PW Divisione On April 13 announcement 
was made of the discontinuance of the G6 Division as a general staff division 
of SHAEF. In its place two special divisions were annowiced. Gne was the 
Public Relations Division under Brigadier General Thomas J. Davis and the other, 
the Payohologica) Warfare Division under Brigadier General MeClure. The SHARF 
General Orders announcing the foregoing also stated that, where necessary, the 
Public Relations Division and the Psychological Warfare Division would share 
somuunications and censorship facilities, 


Although the intérnal organisation of PWD/SHARF changed materially through 
the months, PWD's relationship to other Staff Divisions and to the Supreme Allied 
Commander remained substantially the same from this point onward until the ¢is- 
aclution of SHAE. 


SHARP was diseolved officially as ef 2400 hours 13 July 1945. With the 
dissolution of SHABF, the Anglo-American aspect of PMD'seperation disappeared. 
On the British side an organisation knowm as the Information Services Control 
Branch, Control Commission for Germany, came into being. On the American side, 
the successor to PWD was designated the Information Gontrol Division, Hge. U.&. 
Forces European Theater, and the Information Control Service, U.8. Grow Control 
Ceunoil. Brigadier General MoClure was Chief of both of these American 
organisations.

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Through most of the life of PRD, until the beginning of the German Infore 
mation Control operation, the Chief of PWD was assisted by four deputies, one 
representing each of the four civilian agencies which sontributed personne} 
to PAD, namely, OWI, O88, PID, and MOXY. For a period there was fifth who served 
as the Chief's deputy on purely military matters,* Some months before the 
German surrender, the oivilian deputy representing 098 was withdrawn for other 
duties, and later the post of military deputy was abolished. 


While the four civilian deputies functioned, the various operating sections 
were divided among them as their primary responsibilities. 


These seoticns were: 


a) Plans and Directives fe Preas 

b) Inteliigence a Pilus 

c) Radio (g) Publications and Display 
(4) Leaflets (h) Special Operations 


Civilian ond militery administration, warehousing-transport-supply, and personne) 
were placed under the Executive Office. 


. In AFHQ, PNB (The prototype of PWD/SHAEF) hed performed all staff and 
operational functions in the field ef psyohological warfare. <A history of all 
payohologicel warfare activities in AFHQ and a history of PWB/AFHQ could not but 
be the seus paper, This was not literally true of PWD/SHAEF. 


SHAEF Operation Memorandum No. 6 dated March 11, 1944, defined the responsie 


 “pLlities for the control, soordination, and operation of psychologicgl warfare 


within the Allied Expeditionary Force. In paragraph 658 under the title 

"Combat Propagands,” the memorandum stated that “eombat propaganda will be cone 
fined within the terme of direatives issued by SHAEF to ARMY GROUPS and, as 
necessary, to Allied Neval Expeditionary Force and Allied Expeditionary Air 
Poroe.” Paragraph 50 then atated "In order to execute psychological warfare 
Plans prepared under these directives, Army Groups will raise, administer and 
operate psychological warfare field operational units capable of carrying out” 
these activitiss, 


Paragraph 6 of the memorandum, titled "Consolidation Propaganda,” stated 
that consolidation propaganda would normally be carried out by Supreme Heade 
quarters, Allied Expeditionary Fores. When desirable and practicable, tasks will 
be decentralised to Army Groups under special direotives." Finally, paragraph 7 
of the memorandum re-enphagized that “the auocesaful outeose of paychological 
warfare demande centralised control and ccordination of propaganda themes and 
aims, Any departure from the principle can only lead to ineffective or 
disastrous resuite." Sub-paragraph C under paragraph 7 atated that “Any departure 
required by Commanderag-ineChief (Commanding Generals), Army Groups, or sub- 
ordinate commanders from the terms of directives iesued to them will be referred 
to and receive the prier concurrence of Supreme Headquarters." 


* The deputies were; Mr. C. D. Jackson (OWI); Mr. R. H. 8. Grosaman (PID); 
Mr. Dennis Routh (mor) CK 8B) Colonel Harcld D. Kehm. 
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‘Thue the conduct of Combat psychological warfare was removed from PAD/SHARF, 
tm the other hand, Coneclidation Propaganda operations were made the specific 
regponsibility of SHAEF. Finally PAD/SHAEF's policy control of Army Group 
Payohological Warfare through directivea waa established. 


Within the context of Operation Memorandum Wo. 8, PWD/SHAEF's general 
functions wore; 


(a) Staff plaming. 
(>) Issuance of policy directives to Army Groups. 
(0) Supply of certain personnel and equipment to Army Group combat teams. 
(d} Supervision ef training of personnel for Aray Group téams, 
(#) Production and di ssewination of leaflets by strategic airoraft, 
(f} Certain stratezic radio. 
(g) Consolidation propaganda in friendly liberated countries. 
(This was done by a separate orgenisation stemming from PAD which was 
‘known as Allied Information Service (AIS)« 
(h) Operation ef oaptured fixed radio transmitters on the continent. 
b Lieison assistance in certain circumstances to G-) and 0-5, 
§) Control of information services in Germany. 


This peper will attempt to desoribs in some detail all of the foregoing 
Punctions. 


TI. BACKGROUND 


In the beginning, PWD was largely without pergonnel or equipment. It wae 

an idea rather than an operation. In order to pass from the idea stage to the 
aieraciaul stage it was required that the four civilian agencies detail personzel 
and equipment te PAD" Like the other Divisions of SHAEF, PWD was to utilize 
British and Amerioan personnel interchangeably. Beyond this, and unlike the other 
Divisione of SHAEF, PHD was to utilise oivilian personnel fram the four eivilian 
agencies in both planning and operational functions. It must be borne in mind that 
becauge of the nature of peychologioal warfare, and in view of the background of 
the civilian agencies, olvilians at first formed the largest group of trained 
operational perscnnel available to PAD. 


Despite the experience gained in pa/itm, ‘the agencies in London did not 
at first comprehend the relationship thet was to exist between them and PWD/SHAEF 
in the western European military operation, This relationship was, in point of 
faot, quite simple: all psychological warfare activities against the enemy, and 
ail consolidation propaganda activities conducted in liberated countries were to 
be conducted or controlled by PWD/SHAEF as the representative of the Supreme 
Commander. P8D was to be, in effect, the umbrella under which everyone, military 
and civilian, engaged in psychologioe) warfare activities would function. The 
oivilian agencies were to assign personnel to PWD, and so long as suoh individuals 
were on sesignnent to PWD, they were under the lamediate direction of the Chief 
of PWD and not under the direction of the chiefs of the several agencies. 
Inatructions- and directives governing the activities of these individuale did 
not reaoh them directly from their original agencies, but through military 
ehannels and the offices of the Chief of PHD.

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Te was envisaged, that, when military exigencies no longer demaerdéed, military 
control of Consolidation Propaganda activities and certain of the civilian per- 
sonnel would be returned to the civilian agencies, which would then take over, 
on a national rather than joint basis, and ae civilians, the continuing taake 
which had been begun under military control by PWD. 


Under the terms of Operation Memorandum No. 8, referred to in Chapter I of 
this paper, Army Groups began the task of assembling psysholorioal warfare teams 
in the early spring of 1944. Only one Army Croup, the 2lst, wae to be in the 
field at the beginning of the Normandy operation. At the same time, the Head~ 
quarters of a U.8. Aruy Group was located in Londen. This army Group was to 
beoome operation when the Third U.3. Army would join the First 0.8. arny 
in France. Thon the First Army would be withdrawn from Zlat Army Group and a 
purely American Argy Group would operate beside the Britiah Zlet. The lfth 
U.S. Army Group became operational in July 1944, and control of the P. W. Tean 
of the Firat 0.8. Army reverted to the Psychological Warfere Bransh of 18th Army 
Group. 


On the American aide, the basis of personnel for psychological warfare in 
the field wae a purely military unit imown as a Mobile Radio Broadoasting Company 
(MRBC), The first MRBC had been assigned to PHD/AFEQ. As time went on, the 
énd, rd, 4th, and Sth MRBCe operated with the american armios in France, Other 
personnel, both military and ofivilian, was attached for the purposes of lift, 
adminiatration, etc. to one or another of the MRBCs. On the British aide there 
was no such unit basis as this and persennel was attached te the Payohological 
Warfare Branoh, 2ist Army Group on an individual basia. 


In both Army Groups, the Psychological Warfare Branch was part of a combined 
Publicity and Psychological Warfare Division, similar to thet which hed existed 
in SHABF before April 13, 1944, when Publicity and Payehological Warfare were 
Separated. | 


Assignment of personnel by the civilien agencies and by the British and 
American forees to PAD/SHARF proceeded through the late winter of 1948 and spring 
of 1944, When the Staff-planning sections were complete, PWD/SHAEF began the 
additional task of reassigning personnel te Army Groups, On the American aide 
there wae @ further re-assignment from the Arey Group to First 0.8. Army. Thia 
personnel later wae to be brought back to l2th Army Group when it becens eperse 
tional. 


PHD, with the aid of certain already established British anf American 
agencies, undértock the screening and training of personne) te be offered for 
assignment to Army Groupe. 


At the same time, specific operational planning was going forward within 
the sections of PWD/BHARF. A plan for taking over information services in Europe 
under "RANKIN" CASH C conditions was presented to the Chief of Staff. Later the 
PWD plena for "OVERLORD" and other operations were completed. 
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Liaison was initiated with representatives of the several exiled Allied 
governments in London, S8tookpiling of radio, prese and publications materia} 
was coordinated among the several contributing agencies by PHD, The News 
Beotion experimented with a special radio news file which latsr was to form the 
basis of press activities on the Continent. 


‘The Leeflet Section undertook to coordinate the separate British (PID) and 
American (OWI) leaflet operations, and a joint PID/OWI printine-produstion 
directorate was set up in order to make the most effective use of these facili-~- 
ties in the United Kingdom. 


Ae has been noted previously, the "Veloce of SHARP” broadcasts began on BBC 
and ABSIE before DeDay. These were to sontinue throughout the life of SHAEP and 
represented the radio aspect of the relatively eimple basic patternthat al] 

PHD activities assumed in the Neetern Buropean operation. PWD, as the articula- 
tion of the Supreme Commander to the peaple of enemy and enemysoccupied countries, 
utilised all ite evailable media for the simple purpose ef telling the various 
audiendes what the Huprene Commander wished them to do, why they should do it, 
and what they might expect if they carried out the Supreme Commander's wishes. 
Thus, although PWD/SHARF did not by any means perform all psychological warfere 
operations in Western Europe, ite directive control was sufficient to permit it 
to coordinate the efforts of the agenoles and individuals whish contributed toward 
the totel psychological werfare impact and to coordinate these efforte along the 
@imple line of the Supreme Commander's specific expressed wishes. PHD/SHAEF 

wae the channel that extended back to the political policyemmking agencies in 
London and Washingten and forward to the extreme front lines where Psyohological 
Warfare Teams were in iemediate contact with the enemy,

On 5 January 19) Col. OC. L. Nelson, GSC, Asst. to the Deputy 
Chief of Staff sent the following memorandum to the Commandinz General, AAF: 


"The need for an Army Air Forces Psychological Warfare Service is 
questioned. The ‘Jar Department resisted for many months the establishment 
of a Psychological j/arfare Section in G-2 and finally acceded to the pro~ 
posal in order to provide one point of contact in the Var Department with 
the Office of War Information and other agencies that have primary interest 
in this field. The principal justification for the establishment of such 
a section was to eliminate the confusion that had existed by dealing with 
many different agencies in the War Department." 


"In the set up of a Psychological Warfare Section in G-2, it was 
contemplated that an air officer would be detailed as a Deputy Chief of the 
section. It is not believed that an Army Air Forces Psycnolovzical Warfare 
Service is needed or is desirable."

TI. PWB ESTABLIBHED 


Shortly after the victory of Hollandia, (April 1944), the Commander-ine-Chief 
directed the eutablishment of a Paychologioal Warfare Branch. 


_ Peyohologiael Warfare was new. It had never been taught in our allitary 
achocole. There was no text. Planning, and the technique of presentation were 
pioneer fields. Many officers ané men both at GiQ and in the field doubted the 
effectiveness of Peycholegical Warfare against Japan. Few believed that the 
Japanese soldier sould be made aurrender-consclous. Many were sonvinced that 
the Japanese would fight until they and their country were destroyed. 


The Office of War Information (OWI) already had established an office in 
Sydney, Australia, ateffed by expert writers, brosdoasters, artists, and publishers, 
In June, the OWI staff was moved to Frisbans where it joined key military personnel 
provided by GHQ. But before thia group ceuld hope to operate effectively, 
patient study, exhaustive research indoctrination, and experimentation would be 
necessary. 


eS SOREEH 


The objective of the Baste Military Plan for Paychological Warfare, approved 
&6 July 1944, wae to further the Philippine Campaign. The plan provided a fune- 
tional organisation gontaining Collation, Planning, and Production eeetions. 
With the rapid liberation of the Philippines thia plan becanws athoded and a new 
one. was approved by the Commander-in-Chief, %) March 1946. It shifted the 
principal objective from the Philippines to the Japanese homeland. 


Possibly the greatest wealth of source material on Japan in existence was 
readily available. From thie material the Collaticn Beetion selected, extracted, 
and csupiled separate researches developing each cbhjective. Enemy trends and 
vulnerabilities slowly began to emerge. ‘The llanning Section, using Collation 
files, prepared a weekly plan, the objestive of which wae to further the mili- 
tary effort. Newawriters used this weekly planning directive as a general guide, 
pouring into the form it suggested significant items from current events, cam- 
muniques, prisoner of war interrogations, and monitored eneny broadcasts. The 
information diaseninated wae shaped ao as te exploit known payochological vuluer~ 
abilities. A chart was kept showing planned and actual developments ef object- 
ives. Frequent letters containing Suggestions to Planners from the Military 
Secretary oriented the programs tactieally and strategically. 


In April 1946 it had becomes clear to Payohological Warfare planners that 
#1] the elenenta essential for surrender siready existed. Japan had lost her 
fleet end merchant shipping; her air force was becoming impotent; her troops had 
been destroyed in the Philippines and key Pacific Xslands; her industry was 
Gierupted. The only obstacle preventing surrender wae Payohologis. 
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As our combined foreea were soon to converge upon Japan proper, the 
‘Comander-ineChief called a Psychological Warfare Conferance in Manila May 7 
and &, 1845, to disouss and determine common objectives and theater policy. 
With the end of the war in sight, Peyohological Warfare agencies in the U.8.A., 
Paoific, and Agiatic Wainland converged upon the Japaneses homeland seeking 
to pierce Japan's mmtal armor and achieve the common objective - decision to 
surrender. 


III. PRODUCTION aWD DISTRIBUTION 


Truthful information wae disseminated to the enemy by leng, medium and 
short-wave radio, loudspeeker, leaflets, news sheots and magasines. Radio broad- 
castes to Japan were made in English and Japanese. By the closes of the war, three 
mobile field units, self-contained, equipped te print, moniter, photograph ‘and 
broadcast, were available to the Sixth, Eighth, and Tenth Armies. A total of 
222 million leaflets end news sheets were prodused prior to Y-J Day ané fer the 
month of Septester 19¢6 an cutput of 126 million was sontemplated. 


The Par Festern Air Force willingly distributed our leaflets and news sheets. 
In addition, FEAF made available transport planes to haul leaflets from Manila 
to forward air bases; at times as many as ten transports per week were required. 
PEAF personnel had been well-briefed on the chjectives of Psychological Warfare 
and on the purpose of each leaflet dropped. Since the Comeanding Jeneral, PEAF, 
aupported our entira,program, 1t never became necessary for formal GAQ ordera to 
be issued directing these oiasions. 


In tactical areas observation planes did effective apot dropping on 
units and a «mall number of leaflets were successfully distributed by shellfire. 


IV. TRGHNIQUE OF PRESENTATION 


TEL i ti. te 


The dapaneso remembers better from sight than from sound, which possibly 
accounts for unuaual faithfulness in keeping a diary pioturing innermost thoughts 
in Japanese characters. Leaflets used were pictorial and normally expressed 
& single thought. Each was based on a readily acknowledged fact, then advanced 
& logical idea and finally suggested a way out. Leaflets and news sheets were 
addressed primarily to the masses and showered by the millions upon thes. 


Radio atationa in GAPA could reach Japan by medium and short wave only. 
Although short wave radio receivers were forbidden, a few of the wealthy used 
them clandestinely and the Japanese Government was known to monitor our broad- 
casts and make limited distribution to senior officials. Consequantly, radio 
programs were shaped to appesl te the highest officials of the government. 
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Although taking prisoners in iteelf might be indecisive, development of & 
frame of ming in which soldiers with the idea of surrender is very impor- 
tant. Sy interrogation the mental obstacles which prevented surrender were 
determined. Then leaflets were disseminated which met logicaliy each mental 
ebatacle., Similar appeals by leud speaker were effective. 


In Manile « weekly Jepanese Newspaper known es the Rakkasan (air drop) Hews 
was published. Each week one te two million copies were dropped on enexy troope 
and the civil population in Japan. Prisoners of war in the Philippines aaid the 
Rakkasan ews wae the only source of truthful infermation available to the Jap- 
ane 6 eoldier from the cuteide world. 


CHRES HORSES 


Host planning wae antieipatory. Leaflets announcing the entry of the Soviet 
Unien into the war were prepared four months in edvande. Planners reasoned that 
if the Japanese Goverment were permitted to make the first announcencsnt, thers 
would be a fantastic claim of victory ~- from whieh the people initially might get 
@ lift in morale. If we announced the war firet, however, picturing the might 
of the Red Army, the payohologioal blow would stun thepopulation. Seven million 
leaflets “The Red Army Strikes" were dropped on Japan the day the Soviet Union 
dealared war. 


the Potedem Declaration wae repeatedly broadoast to Japan. It was trane- 
lated into Japansse and millions of cepies showered over the homeland and troops 
in the field within some seventy-two hours after 1+ was received by redio in 
Manila. : . 


The broadcaste from she U.8.A. of Captein Zacharias, USN, were a0 well- 
prepared, timely and eauthorative that we not only repeated them over the Manila 
radio but printed and air-drepped them on Japan. 


fhe Imperial Resoript announcing the end of the war was printed, flown to 
dapanend air-dropped to the masses. Many Jepansse fires learned of the surrender 
in this manner. 


IX. SOMGLUSIONS 


That Paychological Warfare ie potent only when furthering successful mili- 
tary operations. 

That effective Peychological Warfare requires compreheneive grasp of the 
temper and paychological traite of the peoples against whom the program ‘ia 
divected. 


That based on performance in the Pacific, Peyoholoegical Warfare is ry 
powerful dimension of modern combat which agsiets in: 


Strengthening our morale 
Reducing our battle casualties 
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Furthering our desertion eperations 
influencing friendly peoples 

Lowering enemy morale
